MeAdoo announced the 
comple­ 
tion of the 
$133,000,000 
cotton 
loan fund. 
In 
making his an­ 
nouncement Mr. McAdoo declared 
the success of the plan was now 
assured. 
The Secretary's statement came 
at the end of a day devoted to 
efforts to secure the subscriptions 
necessary to complete the $100,- 
000.000 portion of the 
fund as- 
■%rued to banks in non-cotton pro­ 
ducing states. 
I Following 
this 
Mr. McAdoo, 
Paul M. W arburg and W. 1*. G. 
Harding, members of the Federal 
Reserve board in active charge oi 
the pool plan, took active steps to 
gather in the remaining millions. 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co. of New* \ ork, 
o f Which Mr. W arburg was a par­ 
tn e r before he came to the board, 
.agreed to subscribe $2,0bj,000. At 
m, luncheon given by John Skelton 
Williams, Bernard M. Baruch of 
New York said that he might in­ 
vest in the fund up to $1,500.000. 
His offer w*as taken to the extent 
o f $1,000,000 and the fund com­ 
pleted. 
A few hours after 
Mpt 
Baruch’s offer, word was received 
from several 
banks 
that 
they 
V e re willing to subscribe to an 
amount of $2,500,000, but their as­ 
sistance %vas not needed. 
As it 
*>tands the fund is oversubscribed 
about $300,000. 
Final Success Announced. 
In announcing tin* completion 
of the plan Mr. McAdoo said: 
“ 1 am gratified to be able to 
mnounce the success of the cotton 
oau fund. 
Subscriptions for the 
\ utire $100,000,000 of class A cer­ 
tificates were completed this af­ 
ternoon. 
This assures the success 
o f the plan. 
To such extent as 
banks in the Southern states sub­ 
scribe to class B certificates, the 
$100,000,000 
realized 
from the 
«lass A eertifieates will be avail­ 
able for loans on cotton at 6c per 
ground. 
The full details of the 
plan have already been published. 
MThe full amount of certificates 
to class A certificates 
made by 
Ornnks in non-cotton states amount­ 
ed at 2 p. in. today to $97,292,000. 
"The success of the plan was con­ 
ditioned upon the subscriptions of 
the full $100,000,000 of these cer­ 
tificates. In order to make up the 
deficiency of 
$3,000.000, 
Kuhn, 
Leob & Vo. of New York subserib- 
keh $2,000,000 
and 
Bernard M. 
Baruch of New York, formerly of 
South 
Carolina, 
subscribed $1,- 
000.000, thus completing the re­ 
q u ire d amount. 
“ It is not possible to announce 
the names of the subscribers to 
the fund in each of the cities, but 
it may be said that among the lar­ 
ger subscriptions in 
New York 
City arc J. P. Morgan & Co., The 
National City Bank, The Chase 
^National Nank and others whose 
i names may with their permission 
be given as soon as the complete 
lists are supplied. The only banks 
in the city of Boston subscribing 
to the funds are

Turkish Forts Fire on U. S. Ships; 
Summary of War Operations 
for the Week. 


Very little 
change 
has 
been 
made in the battle lines of any of 
the armies of Europe during the 
week. 
Along the lines in N orth­ 
ern France there has been a lull in 
the fighting compared to w hat has 
been going on there for the last 
month. 
The country has 
been 
drenched with rain and very cold, 
making opperations very difficult. 
Also the armies in most of the 
country most of the time 
have 
been obscured 
by 
heavy 
fogs. 
There has been alternate success­ 
es on both sides, but neither 
has 
gained 
anything 
to 
speak 
of. 
W herever there 
has 
been 
any 
fighting it has been very sanguin­ 
ary as the attacking side had to 
go out in the open against en­ 
trenchments, and the veterans in 
the trenches mow down the at­ 
tacking forces like grain. 
In the Eastern arena of war 
the situation has been 
varying 
more than in the Western. It ap­ 
pears that the advance of the Rus­ 
sians has been Cheeked and the 
Germans have again resumed the 
offensive in Poland and are threat­ 
ening Warsaw. 
The 
Russians, 
however, claim that their opera­ 
tions in East Prussia will not be 
diminished. 
The 
Germans 
are 
making their sortie towards W ar­ 
saw, for the purpose 
of 
m ak­ 
ing the Russians cease their oper­ 
ations in Prussia and turn their 
attention towmrd Poland. 
There has been fighting in T ur­ 
key, both sides claiming the ad­ 
vantage. 
Reports seem to favor 
the Russians, and this is reason­ 
able, as they have veterans, and 
the Turks are for the most part 
green and unseasoned. 
There has been no activities on 
the seas w orthy of mention. 
The 
Russian fleet is reported prepar­ 
ing for battle in the Baltic sea. 
English ships are scouring the A t­ 
lantic for Germans and a Ja p a n ­ 
ese fleet is reported looking for 
the German squadron in the P a ­ 
cific that destroyed the 
British 
fleet last week. 
The U. S. Battleship Tennessee, 
while 
entering 
the 
harbor 
of 
Smyrna, Asia Minor, *was fired on 
by the land forces of the city and 
forced to give up landing. 
The 
battleship stopped outside of the 
aarbor and 
sent 
her launch in 
with a party of men. This launch 
on entering the harbor w’as fired 
upon and forced to return to the 
battleship. 
A fter 
ascertaining 
that the Turkish forces were hos­ 
tile the battleship steamed out of 
the port. 
The 
authorities 
at 
W ashington have demanded an 
explamation from the 
Ottoman 
government, and it is thought that 
there will be no trouble. The op- 
I inion is expressed that it was some 
1 sort of a mistake on the part of 
i the Turks.

Greatest Demand Ever Made for 
4 Money ; One Million Men 
Voted. 


Premier Asquith asked parlia­ 
ment Monday for an appropria­ 
tion of -1,125,00(1,000 war 
fund, 
and the house voted unanimously I 
for the appropriât inn. This is the 
greatest single demand that has 
ever been made on the English 
government. 
The 
Premier 
told 
the house that the five hundred 
million already voted had almost 
all been consumed and that fully j 
the amount asked for would be 
needed. 
Most of this money w'as for the 
army and navy, although some of 
it will be used to make loans to 
the Belgian and Greek 
govern­ 
ments. 
Some of it also will be 
used to me<*t the expenses of the 
civil government, but this will be 
inconsiderable. 
The estimate of 
the war so far is about one mil­ 
lion pounds sterling, or five mil­ 
lion dollars per day. 
As to what 
the future cost might be the Pre­ 
mier said that it was impossible 
to make an estimate. 
Also the 
measure 
introduced 
last week asking for an addition­ 
al levy of one million men was 
passed by the house unanimously. 
It is feared by some that part of 
this number will have to be raised 
by conscription.

State Normal is Farmers’ School. 
Enrollment to date at the North 
Texas State 
Normal 
College is 
514, of which number about one 
third are boys. From information 
furnished by the students, the fol­ 
lowing statistics have been gath 
ered. The enrollment includes stu­ 
dents from 104 different counties 
in the State of Texas and from 10 
other states, Arkansas, California. 
Colorado, Illinois. Louisiana, Mis 
souri. New Mexico, North Caroli­ 
na, Oklahoma and Tennessee. 
It is of interest to note that the 
largest proportion of those in at 
tendance are the sons and daugh­ 
ters of farmers, these forming 53 
per cent of the total enrollment. 
Next are those whose fathers are 
merchants or clerks, 12 per cent. 
Those whose fathers 
belong to 
what are commonly 
termed th** 
learned 
professions, 
ministers, 
lawyers, physicians, teachers, arc 
next in order, they constituting 10 
per cent.

GOVERNOR ASKS 


LEGISLATORS OPINION 


Writ« to Legislator» Aeking About 
Special Session on Cotton 
Acreage Reduction. 


Austin, Tex»*, Nov. 17.-—Gov­ 
ernor Colquitt Saturday s e n t out 
his letter to member* of th#* Thirty 
Fourth Legislature, asking them 
if the attorney rules the Thirty- 
fourth legislature can he conven­ 
ed, are they in favor of a special 
session to reduce cotton acreage 
fifty per cent, and to establish a 
central reserve hank 
for 
state 
hank and trust companies, so they 
will not he forced to join the fed­ 
eral reserve hank. Acreage reduc­ 
tion ordered at thi* time, he says, 
will increase the 
price 
of this 
year s crop. 
H<* asks the advice 
of members as to calling a special 
session and for a prompt reply. 
He disagrees with the 
attorney 
general’* opinion that the Thirty- 
fourth legislature can not he call­ 
ed by him.*-' 
It is evident from the govern­ 
or’s letter and 
from his 
state­ 
ments he will call a special s#*ssion 
of the Thirty fourth legislature if 
en ou gb members signify their in­ 
tention to 
co-operate, 
lie will, 
however, not re convene the Thir­ 
ty-third legislature. 
In many counties the proposi­ 
tion of reduction of acreage was 
submitted to the voters at the last 
election, and of the vot#*s east the 
majority were in favor of it. How­ 
ever, in the counties where it was 
put to the voters there were very 
few votes east, showing that peo­ 
ple were either not interested or 
that they had not made up their 
minus. 
Along with the letter is an elab­ 
orate legal argument by the gov­ 
ernor and also the letter that he 
wrote th#* attorney 
general dis­ 
agreeing with the opinion of call­ 
ing a special session. 
The attor­ 
ney said at that time that if a 
special session was called it would 
have to be the Thirty-third and 
not the Thirty-fourth. 
As it was 
evident to the governor that the

Sudden Deaths in a Silo. 
A recent fatal accident in Ohio 
calls attention to a danger to far­ 
mers which cannot be too widely 
circulated. Since 1875, when the 
first American silo was built by 
Dr. Manly Miles, this method of 
preserving forage 
for 
livestock 
ifhs been generally adopted. 
Al­ 
though the Department of Agri­ 
culture has frequently called at­ 
tention to the danger of carbon 
diox id gas accumulating in silos 
under certain conditions, no fatal­ 
ities have been reported hereto­ 
fore. 
On the morning of Sept. 
19, four workmen on the farm of 
the Athens (Ohio^ S t a t e Hospital 
ascended the ladder on the inside 
of a silo to an open door about 1‘2 
i ‘*et from the top and 
jumped 
down one after another onto the 
silage, the top of which was about 
6,feet below the door. About live 
minutes after two other workmen 
following them found them nueon- 
seious. Although a large force of 
workmen were immediately sum­ 
moned and the bodies of the four 
men removed at once thru a lower 
door, the physicians of the hospit­ 
al who were at once on tin* ground 
were unable to resuseiate any of 
the four men. Evidently the car­ 
bon dioxid gas had accumulated 
during the night, filling the silo up 
to the level of the door and form­ 
ing a layer of carbon dioxid gas | 
six feet 
deep. 
¡Such 
accidents, 
saye The Journal of the American 
Medical Association, might easily 
be repeated on any modern farm.
